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Elba City Cuuncil accepts crooked bridge & okays youth parking

Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood and 
the City Council, in a rare display of 
complete harmony, agreed unan- 
imously in the only Six votes taken 
during their Monday night meeting. 

The group approved taking pos- 
session of the crooked bridge, de- 
clared property surplus, accepted 
new house numbering and formally 
approved a “youth park.” They also 
agreed to table action on surveying 
some old school property and again 
tabled action on the recreation ad- 
visory committee. 

The meeting opened with Post- 
master Bill Bullard presenting the 
council with an updated house num- 
ber list for the entire city. He ex- 
plained that, except for a few nec- 
essary changes, house numbers were 
the same as those assigned by the 
Jaycees when they first undertook

In a special called meting of the 
Elba Water and Electric Board, En- 
gincer Bobby Lee gave three cost es- 
timates on supplying water to the 
new Coffee County landfill and ap- 
proximately 50 homes between the 
city limits and the landfill. 

The three options ranged in cost 
from $158,000 to over a half million. 
The higher cost would include in- 
stalling an above ground water tank 
North of town. Lee said the lower 
priced option wouldn’t include any 
fire protection. However it would re- 
quire a booster pump to maintain 
water pressure in the area. 

For a cost of about $250,000, an 
eight inch water line with full fire 
protection could be made available. 
If growth in that area warranted ad- 


the project in the mid 1970's, 

The Postmaster pointed out the 
immediate benefits to the fire de- 
partment and rescue workers if 
homeowners follow up and properly 
display their house numbers.

Reeves murder investigation continues

No arrest has been made in the 
murder of an elderly Pike County 
woman at press time Wednesday 
morning. 

According to Chief Investigator 
Bruce Devane, with the 12 Judicial 
Circuit District Attorney's Office, a 
lot of information has been accumu- 
lated during the course of the investi- 
gation. 

The body of Ms. Edna Reeves, 
74, was discovered Saturday morn- 
ing, August 14, inside her home. The 
house is located on AL Hwy. 87 just 


_ north of the Coffee County line. _ 


A neighbor found Ms. Reeves 
body after becoming concerned 
when she would not answer the 
door. 

According to reports, the victim 
had been sexually assaulted and 
strangled with a coat hanger. 

Three witnesses told authorities 
that they saw a large red and white 
car parked at the Reeves residence 
on the morning the body was discov- 
ered. 

Reportedly, the lower portion of 
the car was red and the upper half 
was white. It is possible that the 
hood was also red in color. 

Devane stated that anyone who 


has seen a car fitting the above de- 
scription, or knows anyone who does 
or has owned such a vehicle, should 
contact the authorities. 

Information about the car or any 
other aspect of the crime can contact 
the Pike County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment at 566-4347, the DA’s office at 
897-2085, the Coffee County Sher- 
iffs Department 894-6200, or the 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation at 
(205)983-5614. 

The Governor’s Office is offering 
a $10,000 reward for information 
that leads to the arrest and convic- 
tion of the person or persons respon- 
sible for the murder of Ms. Reeves. 


Coffee County has mandatory garbage pick up

It’s official, residents of rural 
Coffee County will have mandatory 
ern pick up beginning October 

, 1993. 

The Coffee County Commission, 
in the August 9th meeting, signed a 
contract to provide garbage collec- 
tion to county residents living out- 
side municipalities. Waste Away 
Group, Inc. was awarded the con- 
tract; however, no action was taken 
in that meeting conceming mandato- 
ry garbage collection. 

Due to stricter regulations dealing 
with the disposal of solid waste, it 
has become necessary for govemn- 
mental agencies, like the county 
commission, to address the issue. 

The construction of a Subtitle D 
landfill in Coffee County is a direct 
result of stricter environmental re- 
quirements being imposed by state 
and federal agencies, 

Now that the county will soon 
have a place to deposit the solid 
waste and a means of having it col- 
lected, it has become necessary to 


implement a plan to enforce the law. 

The commissioners agreed in 
Monday’s meeting that the responsi- 
bility of enforcing the mandatory 
garbage collection should come un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Coffee 


‘County Health Department. 


Although the health department 
will provide the enforcement officer, 
it will be the responsibility of the 
contractor, providing the garbage 
collection service, to collect the fees. 

According to the terms of the 
contract, county residents will be 
billed three months in advance for 
the garbage collection service or 
$26.94. However, monthly payments 
of $8.98 will be allowed should it be 
necessary for some customers to use 
this method of payment. 

Gary Bennett, who is with the 
Houston County Health Department, 
was present in Monday’s commis- 
sion meeting to brief commissioners 
on how mandatory garbage collec- 
tion was being accepted in his 
county, 

Houston County has had manda- 
tory garbage collection for three 
years, Bennett said, “It has been a 
good decision.” 


According to Bennett, there were 
57 illegal dumps in Houston County 
prior to mandatory garbage collec- 
tion. At present, 29 of those dumps 
have been closed and cleaned up, Of 
the 28 remaining dump sites, none of 
them are being used. 

Also during the past 3 years, only 
212 court cases have been required 
to implement use of the mandatory 
garbage collection. 

Although there are some exemp- 
tions to the rule of mandatory pick 
up of garbage there are NO EXEMP- 
TIONS as to the requirement that 
ALL solid waste be deposited in a 
Subtitle D landfill. This will take af- 
fect on October 9, 1993. 

Garbage collection is scheduled 
to start in Coffee County on October 
4, 1993. Through the use of newspa- 
per advertisements and other news 
media sources, Waste Away will ad- 
vise county residents when their gar- 
bage will be picked up. 

The customers will also be sup- 
plied with a 90-gallon container in 
which to place their garbage, 

In another matter concerning gar- 
bage, County Engineer Mark Pool 
was given the authority to hire a 


landfill manager. 

After a lengthy discussion be- 
tween Pool and the commissioners 
about the manner in which the man- 
ager should be hired, a motion was 
made by Commissioner Sid Averett 
that Pool be allowed to hire the man- 
ager. 

Averett’s motion was withdrawn 
after Pool pointed out that other 
county department heads were not 
required to have the commission’s 
approval to hire workers. 

According to Pool, there are for- 
ty-four applicants for the landfill 
manager’s position. 

The manager, if hired in time, 
will attend, along with Pool, a semi- 
nar on the operation of a Subtitle D 
landfill. The meeting is scheduled 
for September 3 - 10 in Gulf Shores. 

Before leaving the subject of 
landfills, Commissioner Wendell 
Black said, “I would like some idea’ 
on how much has been spent on the 
landfill, and if we are going to have 
to buy any more equipment,”

Wellborn first county seat of Coffee County

Last Sunday afternoon, a histori- 
cal marker was dedicated marking 
Coffee County's first county seat 
and the site of its first courthouse -- 
Wellborn, 

Many Coffee Countians will ask, 
“Where is Wellborn?” 

Wellborn, or rather where the 
marker is located, is on County Road 
544 (Old Co, Rd, 99) in the Damas- 
cus Community, 

The first marker made to identify 
the site of the first county seat was 
placed on the west side of AL Hwy, 
87 south of Elba at the intersection 
of AL Hwy, 134, That marker was 
totally deswoyed by an automobile, 

The Pea River Historical Society, 
in 1992, ventured to obtain a new 
marker and have it placed nearer the 
actual sile of the community of 
Wellborn, 

Sunday's unveiling of the mew 
marker fulfilled the Society's goal, 

The inscription on the marker 
reads as follows: 

WELLBORN 
The first seat of justice for Coffee 
County was located approximate- 
ly SOO yards southeast of this site. 


The community was named for 
General William Wellborn, an Al- 
abama commander during the 
Creek Indian War of 1836-37. 
Under the Act of December 29, 
1841 establishing Coffee County, 
Commissioners Britton T, Atkin- 
son, James Claxton, Thomas Cole, 
John B. Crews, and Amos Wiggins 
were named to secure a “seat of 
justice" not exceeding 100 acres, 
and not more than six miles from 
the center of the county, and to 
erect thereon a courthouse and 
jail, and lay off the remaining 
land into lots for sale. 

The courthouse burned in March 
1851, By election, Elba was cho- 
Sen as the permanent location for 
the courthouse in 1852. 

When the Wellborn Courthouse 
was destroyed by fire in March of 
1851, many thought that it was the 
work of an arsonist, who was prob- 
ably hired by those who did not like 
the location of the county seal, 

Needless to say, there was much 
objection to the rebuilding of the 
courthouse at Wellborn, 

The State Legislature passed an 
act directing the Coffee County 
Sheriff to hold an election on the 
first Monday in August 1852 to de- 
ermine a permanent location of the

With Jake

My Father was John Moorer Bon- 
neau. My Mother was Mamie Till 
Bonneau. My Father had a number 
of business interests. He worked 
hard. He liked to take a week off in 
carly June and another weck off in 
late August. That was just after 
school was out and right before it 
started. He enjoyed a change of 
scenery, SO we went to a number of 
places on vacation, We went to two 
different places every summer. 

In the carly 1930's, we went to 
Camp Walton. That is no misprint. It 
later was changed to Fort Walton, 
but during its carly years that was 
the name. We stayed at a hotel called 
the Miramar. It was located on the 
sound. In those carly years, the only 
main street ran about 150 feet from 
Santa Rosa Sound. That was the 
strip of water that separated from 
Santa Rosa Island. The Gulf of Mex- 
ico was on the other side of the is- 
land. 

Bathing suits of that cra were 
made of wool. Synthetic material 
had not been invented. The ladies’ 
suits had skirts that went half way to 
the knees. Most men’s suits were 
one pieces that had upper parts rath- 
er like an athletic undershirt. 

One nice thing about staying at 
the hotel was we ate in the dining 
room. The hotel was a long, two sto- 
ry, wooden building with a hall way 
running the length, with rooms on 
cach side. The back of the building 
had pilings in the water so it extend- 
ed the porch out into the water. 

Since there was no bridge going 
across to the island, the hotel had a 
large open boat that took their pa- 
trons across the sound pretty carly in 
the morning. You then had to walk 
all the way across Santa Rosa Island 
to get to the Gulf so you could swim 
in the Gulf. After about one hour, 
you walked back to the boat for your 
trip to the hotel. This was done every 
morning and every afternoon, Early 
and late cnough that you would not 
get sunburned. One afternoon, com- 
ing back, there came a heavy rain 
shower. | could not believe rain on a 
bare back could feel like someone 
sticking pins in your back, but it did. 
Camp Walton had about the popuia- 
tion of New Brockton. The island in 
that day had no buildings. Now the 
whole area from west of Fort Walton 
and Mary Ester has more population 
than the entire Montgomery area. 

One summer my Father decided 
he wanted to go somewhere entirely 
different. I believe this was the same 
year that he and my Mother had sur- 
vived the flood of March 14, 1929. 
They had the ordeal of cleaning 
everything up. His businesses, our 
home and several rental properties 
he owned. I think he wanted to go 
far away. We went to Jacksonville 
Beach. It was certainly different. Of 
course, we had good facilitics. I re- 
member being able to drive on the 
beaches there. You would never do 
than on the Gulf beaches. That was 
the first time I ever went to the old- 
est city in the U. S. A., St. Augus- 
tine. It was, and still is, an interest- 
ing place. We never went back. The 

- beaches are not pretty. Over the 
* years, we did return to Scagrove sev- 
- tral times, The beauty, peace, and 
* serenity appealed to the whole fami- 
~ ly. Now Seagrove has black topped 
» roads in it and a main beach high- 
way going through it. We would 
sometimes walk up the beach, get- 
ling sunburned in the process, to 
Grayton Beach, Now the beach road 
connects them, There are houses in 


both arcas where some people live 
year round. Hoes and beach houses 
that cost $150,000 cach are the usu- 
al. What a change from our carefree 
days and quict serenity of days gone 
by. Several times we stayed at Gar- 
nicrs Bayou, near Fort Walton. I be- 
licve a doctor from Opp owned that 
collage, 

Several times, my Dad talked 
about buying property and building a 
cottage. Mother always told him that 
he liked to go to many places and he 
would not like just one place. He 
agreed and that was over. 

We then started going to the Pan- 
ama City area. We found a place 
called Baywood. It was across the 
Hathaway Bridge on a point of land 
to the right in St. Andrews Bay. It 
was a real pretty, tree shaded plot of 
land with cottages scattered all 
about. To get there in those days, we 
went down to Samson and on south, 
across Pea River. There was an old 
stecl truss bridge with a wooden 
floor on the bridge. When you 
crossed the bridge it went down at 
the end, about 8 feet and remained 
low until you got to the Florida line, 
about | mile away. It then rose back 
up to the level of the bridge and the 
approach coming to it. If the river 
was high it flooded that 1 mile of 
low section. We went by Ebro. Of 
course, the dog track had never been 
thought of. It was just a spot in the 
road. When you got to a little com- 
munity called West Bay. The inter- 
coastal canal is there. There was a 
wooden approach on each side of the 
canal with wooden rails. In the cen- 
ter was a floating barge. It had a 
wooden floor the height of the ap- 
proaches. There was not a lot of ve- 
hicle traffic or barge traffic. When a 
ship was coming, they let the barge 
float out of the bridge and traffic had 
to stop until the tug boat and barges 
went through and they would then 
pull the floating, wooden covered 
barge back into place and _ traffic 
could continue. This was in effect 
until about 1940. They then build a 
draw bridge in that place and it was 
there until 1992, when it was re- 
placed with a high bridge that ships 
can go under without interrupting 
traffic. 

When WWII came about, the U. 
S. government bought the property 
that had been Baywood and convert- 
ed it into a ship building facility. 
Many of the Victory ships that 
helped win WWII were built right in 
that place where so many families 
had spent their summer vacations in 
the quict and serene beauty of that 
tree lined point of land. Many men, 
and a few women, from Elba worked 
in that ship yard and made the most 
money they had ever made in their 
lives. Now the old truss type draw 
bridge, named Hathaway, became a 
death trap. It was so narrow and 
youthful, fast drivers were being 
killed every summer in head-on 
wrecks, That has been replaced with 
two multiple lane high rise bridges 
that cross from the beach section to 
Panama City itself. I don’t know if 
anyone is interested in this. Just the 
other side of Panama City is East- 
Bay. Panama City is on St. Andrews 
Bay. When you cross the bridge, it 
becomes West Bay. That is where 
the name of the community got its 
name that had the floating barge 
bridge. It is near the entrance to 
West Bay. How much things have 
changed 1s hard to believe,

Football season is almost here and the excitement is building again to 
see who will end up #1 when January 2, 1994, draws to a close. The Ala- 
bama Crimson Tide rolled to a unanimous national championship last sea- 
son and is poised to make it two straight. However, some writers feel Mich- 
igan, Texas A & M and Florida State will all be better than the Tide. 
Maybe, but Alabama has a weak schedule that should help it challenge for 
another title and should be unbeaten when bow! matchups are made! 

Taking a quick trip across the nation, beginning with the SEC, I see Ala- 
bama winning the west and Florida winning over in the east, which will set 
up a showdown in the SEC championship on the Tide's other homefield in 
Birmingham. If the Gators should sink, look for Tennessee to step forward, 
while Mississippi State could make a challenge, make that a weak chal- 
lenge, in the west.

GEOGRAPHICAL BOUNDARIES 
OF VOTING PRECINCTS 


BE IT ORDAINED by the City 
Council of the City of Elba, Alabama, 
as follows: 

That all municipal elections of offi- 
cials to the Elba City Council shall be 
from five (5) single member districts 
or wards which are identified and de- 
scribed as:

Ward No. 1 shall be defined and 
bound as follows: Beginning at the 
northwest corner of Section 1, 
TSN, R19E, (being the northwest 
corner of the Elba City Limits) and 
running East along the north line 
of Section 1, to its point of inter- 
section with the centerline of Tay- 
lor Mill Road (Coffee County Road 
No. 364); thence running south- 
easterly along the centerline of 
Taylor Mill Road to its point of in- 
tersection with the centerline of 
Highland Drive; thence running 
East along the centerline of High- 
land Drive to its point of intersec- 
tion with the centerline of State 
Highway No, 189; thence South 
along the centerline of Alabama 
Highway No, 189 to its point of in- 
tersection with the centerline of 
Whitman Street; thence running 
West along the centerline of Whit- 
man Street to its intersection with 
the centerline of Pinedale Drive; 
thence running South along the 
centerline of Pinedale Drive to its 
point of intersection with the cen- 
terline of Pine Cove Drive; thence 
running Southeasterly along the 
camantig of Pine Cove Drive to its 
point of intersection with the cen- 
terline of Farris Avenue; thence 
running West along the centerline 
of Farris Avenue, and following

of Section 1, T5N, R19E to the 
northeast corner of said Section; 
thence continuing due East along 
the north line of Section 6, TSN, 
R20E, and continuing to follow the 
existing City Limits Line Eastward 
(including the City Limits extension 
northward on State Highway No. 
189) to the northern City Limits

Phis process, known as arteriosclero- 
sis, can eventually lead to a heart at- 
tack or stroke. 

You can determine the amount of 
cholesterol in your blood by taking a 
blood test. Your total cholesterol lev- 
el is expressed in milliliter per decili- 
ter of blood or (mg/dl). A healthy 
cholesterol level is considered to be 
200 mg/dl or less. If your cholesterol 
level appears to be clevated, your 
physician may carry Out a more thor- 
ough study of your lipoproteins to 
determine the most effective way to 
treat your cholesterol. 

For people whose cholesterol lev- 
el isn’t seriously elevated, doctors 
typically prescribe a low-fat diet 
coupled with exercise. Low-fat dicts 
usually include ample portions of 
Iruitls and vegetables. Although 
meats and dairy products are aiso 
permitted in most low-fat diets, they 
should be eaten sparingly. 

Exercise is also important. By in- 
creasing the circulation of blood, ex- 
ercise can help reduce the levels of 
cholesterol in blood stream. 

It’s important to have your cho- 
lesterol checked at least once every 
five years. If you have a family his- 
tory of heart disease or high choles- 


terol, your physician may recom-f§ 


mend more frequent monitoring.

INSPECT 
WORMS 

In the coming weeks, you should 
inspect your gardens and lawns and 
the managers of athletic fields and 
golf courses should check their turf 
for the presence of fall armyworms. 
Fall armyworms are usually more of 
a problem in August and September. 

Armyworms are devastating and 
seem to prefer bermudagrass and 
grasses in good condition. They feed 
in large masses and eat the leaves off 
the grass. However, they have been 
known to eat the stems also. 

Armyworms will lay eggs on 
trees and shrubs, somewhere other 
than in turf, 

During August and September, 
check daily for evidence of fall ar- 
myworm damage, then proceed with 
insecticide treatment. Orthene, Se- 
vin, Dursban and Diazinon will con- 
trol the fall armyworms. Be sure to 
follow the directions for applications 
rates. Managers of golf courses and 
athletic fields may want to check 
twice daily for the presence of army- 
worms. 

Remember, fall armyworms tend 
to move in large masses and can be 
devastating, but they are easy to con- 
trol. So, be on the lookout for fall ar- 
myworms and their damage.

HYDROBLASTERK 

Peanut harvest is soon to begin, 
and the number one question in the 
Wiregrass is, “When do I dig my 
peanuts?” The Hull Scrape Method 
of determining the optimum maturity 
of a peanut crop is very accurate, We 
will be running the hydroblaster and 
using the hull scraper peanut profile 
board at the Farm Center in New 
Brockton beginning on August 23. | 
will start at 9:00 a.m, on Monday 
and will be testing peanuts on Tues- 
day and Thursday, but yo may want 
to call me before coming in on these 
days, 

In order to get a good peanut sam- 
ple, go to three different places in 
your field and pull 3-5 plants at each 
place. Then take one plant out and 
pick off the peanuts that would nor- 
mally stay in your peanut hopper, 
Go to the next bunch and take one 
plant out and do the same. Continue 
this until you get 180 to 220 peanuts. 
Put these peanuts immediately into 
water. You do not want your peanuts 
to dry out before testing them. 

The Coffee County Farmers Fed- 
eration, Sessions, Andersons and 
Golden Peanut Companies pur- 
chased the hydroblasters and air 
compressors to run the samples. 

This test helped many of our Cof- 
fee County peanut growers last year 
to improve their yield and grade, and 
I know it will do the same this year 
as well.
